Mr. C. B. Wheeler of Bingham county, nominated Mr. J. C. Fox, 
of Bingham and Custer counties, as speaker pro tem. 

Mr. J. M. Burke of Shoshone and Kootenai counties, nominated 
Mr. Josiah Cave, of Boise county, as speaker pro tem. 

The House beng unable ta agree as to method for voting for 
speaker, nominations for clicf. clerk pro tem were announced in 
order. - 

Mr. R. 5. Harvey of Shoshone county, placed before the House 
the name of B. N. Hillard, of Shoshone county. 

Mr. W. B. Thews of Oneida county, nominated Mr. F. O. Hard- 
mg of Alturas county. 

Mr. Harding was elected chief clerk pro tem. 

The speaker called for a vote for Speaker pro tem. 

Mr. Burke moved that each member rise upon lis feet as his 
name is called by the clerk, and vote viva voce. 

Motion lost. - 

Mr. F.A Fenn, of Idaho county, moved that all officers be voted 
for by ballot. 

Motion lost. 

Here followed motion upon motion for and against voting vir! 
voce, occupying three quarters of an hour, 

on second section of the rules of the House was read by the 
clerk.

J. C. Fox of Bingham and Custer counties, to elect all officers by 
ballot prevailed, there being twelve votes cast in the affirmative and 
eleven in the negative. 

A vote for speaker pro tem, was called, which resulted in eleven 
for Mr. Fox and eleven for Mr. Cave. 

No choice. 

Three more ballots were taken for the speakership, pro tem, each 
resulting the same as the first. 

After the fourth ballot Mr. De Haven moved for an adjournment. 

Motion lost. 

Voting was resumed for Speaker, pro tem, and continued through 
the fifth, sixth, seventh and eight ballots, each ballot being a tie, 
when Mr. A. S. Chaney, of Nez Perce county, moved for a recess 
of fifteen minutes. 

Motion lost. 

The ninth, tenth, eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth and fourteenth 
ballots followed without indication of a change, when Mr. Chaney 
again called for an adjournment.

Gentlemen: It is with regret that I am obliged, from a sense of 
duty, to herewith return without my approval, House Joint Resolu- 
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tion No. 4, making an appropriation of money to pay the salaries of 
extra and additional attaches of the Legislature. 

Congress has provided for and made appropriation of money to 
pay all the necessary and legitimate expenses of the Territorial 
qcete euros) including clerks and other necessary attaches as fol- 
ows: 

The subordinate officers of each branch of the Territorial Legis- 
latures, shall consist of 1 Chief Clerk at $6.00 per day, 1 Engrossing 
Clerk at $5.00 per day, 1 Sergeant-at-Arms and 1 Door-Keeper at 
$5.00 per day, 1 Messenger and 1 Watchman at $4,00 per day, 1 


- Chaplain at $1.50 per day. Iam instructed that no greater num- 


ber of officers or charges for time, shall be paid or allowed. Section 
1855 of the Revised Statutes, U. 5., declares, that ‘‘no law nf any 
Territorial Legislature shall be made or enforced, by which the mem- 
bers or officers of any Territorial Legislature are paid any compen- 
sation other than that provided by the law of the United States.” 

While I am convinced that Congress should have provided an 
assistant Chief Clerk for each house, and for the last part of the 
session an assistant Enrolling and Hngrossing Clerk, but, on the 
thirty-seventh day of the present session but three enrolled bills 
and seven short resolutions and two memorials is all the enrolled 
bills that have been presented to me. Consequently, up to this date 
the enrolling and engrossing clerks, provided for and paid by the 
United States, has had no need for assistants, which are to be paid 
out of the Territorial treasury. 

Congress has made the Sergeant-at-Arms, door-keeper for each 
house, and has provided a watchman and messenger also. It would 
be reasonable to suppose that with these assistants the Sergeant-at 
Arms could have ample time to discharge all the duties imposed 
by Congress on that laborious, responsible but honorable position 
without an assistant door-keeper at $4 per day, which in my opin- 


jon is an unnecessary and unlawful of the people’s 
money.

J. H. Wicxersuam, Chief Clerk, 
MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
To the President and members of the Council: 

GENTLEMEN: It is with regret that I am again obliged, from a 
sense of duty, to return without my approval, Council Bill No. 48, 
which is identically the same in its objectionable features as House 
Joint Resolution No. 4, heretofore returned without approval. 

In my message to the Legislature, at the very commencement of 
the present session, I distinctly called your attention to my instruc- 
tions from the Secretary of the Interior which prohibited the pay- 
ment of all attaches of the Legislature not provided for and paid 
by the United States. Section 1846 of the organic act provides 
that the Legislative power in each Territory shall be vested in the 
Governor and a Legislative Assembly. ‘‘And while you are the 
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direct representatives of the people, yet the Legislator and Gover- 
nor are both bound by the same oath ” to support the constitution of 
the United States and the organic act of this Territory which 
includes all the laws of Congress passed for its government, and 
while the instructions of the Secretary of the Interior is not directed 
to the Legislative Assembly directly, but to the Governor, who is an 
officer of that department, and may be instructed: positively as to 
his official duties. I am instructed that no greater number of 
attaches can be employed or paid, except those provided for by the 
United States, and whatever may be my private feelings or opinion 
as to the justice or injustice of these laws and regulations, can 
have no influence on my action in my present position. 

So long as I shall hold the office of Governor it will be my en- 
deavor to try and discharge all the duties imposed upon me by law 
and the instructions of my superior officers to the best of my ability, 
without fear or favoritism, even though my views and opinions 
materially differ with those of the Legislature, who, I have no doubt, 
are each actuated by like honest convictions.

Mr. Speaker; We, your committee on counties and county 

pomadenees: beg leave to submit this, our report on House Bill No. 


We recommend that it be indefinitely postponed, and submit the 
following reasons therefor : 


We question the legality of the bill, under the recent act of Con- 
gress prohibiting special meen in the Territories. 


We question its legality, as itseems tous, to be in terms and 
spirit, in violation of contracts now made, under the law of the 
Twelfth session, ordering the building of county buildings of Alturas 
county, and the issuance of county bonds therefor, as by the terms 
of said law, all the property of Alturas county is pledged to the pay- 
ment of principal and interest of saia bonds. 

Again, all the county, by the said act ofits officers, were, and are 
as a unit, a party to the contract of payment of said bonds, and it 
seems to your committee, that all are equally bound by those con- 
tracts, and, that it is illegal and unjust fora part to withdraw and 
refuse to help pay said bonds. i 

And, it has been shown your committee that a large part of said 
county are unwilling to release any portion of the county from this 
contract made by the whole. , 

And, it has not been shown your committee, that the holders of 
saidbonds are willing to look to a part only for the payment to which 
all are pledged by law and are . 


We recommend it do not pass, because we deem it inexpedient 
for the reasons:

First. It will tend to lessen the credit of the county of- Alturas 
directly, and indirectly, it will injure the credit of other counties of 
the Territory. - 

Second. Because we think the debt of the whole.county should 
be paid by the whole county, andit is almost, impossible to 
properly segregate it. 

Third. Because, the evils which have caused such expense to the 
county, and which expense is the great cause of complaint of the 
parties supporting the bill, have been by the action of this legislature, 
removed, and such legislation has been had, that the county’ ex- 
penses are made reasonable. 

And becauseit will cost the same people less torun one set of 
county officers, than to support two or three. . 

And because it will be an additional expense to this Territory to 
make more counties, not only in salaries to District Attorneys, but 
in other respects. 

And because we do not deem it best to burden the people of the 
county to build one or two more set of public buildings, when those 
of the present Alturas county, are ample and complete for the needs 
of the whole county. 

And we think this people ‘better pay for the buildings they 
have before they run in debt for others not needed. 

Fourth. Because it would be unjust to the small fraction left 
of Alturas county, to, for one year have to pay its officers, as if 
it was a county of the ‘‘first class,” under the salary act of this 
session. - 

And it would be equally unjust (and perhaps illegal) to force the 
officers elect, to, the second year of thelr term, accept a smaller 
salary than the law they are now under allows. 

Fifth. Because the provisions of the bill place, in the proposed 
new county, two large communities, to wit, that of Camas Prairie, 
and that of Smoky Mining District, and from neither of these com- 
munities is there a petition asking such change, while there is a 
petition, remonstrating against any division from these places, and 
your committee are persuaded that those communities are and 
would be, opposed to being removed from Alturas county into any 
new county, and would be very much injured thereby. And your 
committee find these communities are about half of the population 
of said section of which it is proposed to make a new, county. 

Sixth. Your committee further say, that the proposition to make 
three counties out of the present Alturas county was very ably pre- 
sented and urged before them, andthat they were urged to report 
a new bill to that effect. But your committee believe that such a prop- 
osition is illegal and inexpédient, for all the reasons heretofore men- 
tioned, and for many and stronger reasons, and recommend that 
no such bill be entertained. 

Your committee also believe such a proposition cauld not be made 
as an amendment, because if is not germain to the main one in the 
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bill, and that it is not a substitute, because it does not take the 
place of the proposition in the bill. It could only come before the 
House as an independent bill which the committee do not recom- 


mend. l 

As to said last proposition, your committeee find that the'only 
‘persons who petition for it are those who reside in the town where 
they ask the county seat be made, and that as the same people also 
present a petion against any division, your committee are forced to 
find that the only reason why such people so soon change their 
minds and want such division is because they want a county seat 
located in their village. 

Your committee do not think such a reason should have any 
weight on the body. 

In justice to said parties asking the third county it must be said 
they express themselves as totally opposed to the bill as it stands, 
and prefer no division at all, and ask the third county only in event- 
of a dire nécessity. 

Further, it was shown your committee that at the last election it 
was made a question in the whole of Alturas county, whether any 
division of same should be made, and that all the people voted for 
officers who stood on platforms opposed to division, and your com- 
mittee think this a matter for them to weigh, as well as for their 
own representative. Further, your committee find a large portion 
of Alturas county is barren, arid, uninhabitable lava beds, and 
that the arable portion of said county is very small. ; 

And that the wealth and population of Alturas county is not too 
large, and that its further growth should be fostered, not trammeled 
by legislation. 

In conclusion, your committee report that the question involved 
by the bill has been ably advocated “pro” and ‘‘con,” and care-- 
fully considered by us, that after such full discussion and careful 
consideration we have made this our report.

Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives, 

GENTLEMEN: I deeply regret that I am forced by a sense of duty 
to return House Bill No. 45, An act to establish the University of 
Idaho, without my approval. 
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I submitted this bill to the Territorial Attorney General who has 
considered it, and points out the many fatal defects in the bill. 

First. The second section of the bill provides that the govern- 
ment of the University is yestedin a Board of Regents consisting of 
the Governor, Superintendent of Public Instruction and the Chan- 
‘eellor of the University, and a board of nine other persons. 

Section 12 provides that all expenses shall be paid on the order of 
the “Chancellor.” The bill shows that the Chancellor is not to be 
one of the nine regents to be appointed, for they are nine other per- 
sons, yet the bill nowhere shows who is to be Chancellor, how he is 
to be appointed, or for what term or time he is to serve. All expenses 
of the University are to be paid out out of the Territorial treasury 
upon his order, yet there is no provision as to who he shall be, or 
as to how he shall qualify. . 

Second. Thesecond section provides that at the session of 1888 
and at each biennial session thereafter the Legislature shall elect 
three regents in joint session, and that vacancies occurring during 
the recess of the Legislature shall be filled by the board, These re- 
gents are Territorial officers and must be appointed by the Gover- 
nor and confirmed by the Council. - 

Third. Section three provides that the board of regents shall have 
ower to lease, sell or control the lands granted to Idaho by the 
aws of the United States for school purposes, this feature alone 

should have defeated this bill. I presume it was intended to sell 
. lease and control the University lands granted to the Territory by 
the act of Congress, of February 18, 1881, but it is not so expressed 
in the bill, - 

i The grant by that act is for the use and support of a University in 
each of the said Territories when they shall be admitted as States in- 
go the ane Supplement of Revised Statutes of the United States, 
page 593. 

Congress has full control over these lands and the Territorial Leg- 
islature cannot lease, sell or in any other manner make any disposi- 
tion of said lands until authorized to do so by act of Congress. 

But under no consideration whatever should the proposition be 
considered for a moment by any representative of the people that the 
lands intended for the support and maintenance of the common 
schools should be used in any way to support a University.
